REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

In the Appeal Brief filed on 1/7/05, the examiner has carefully considered the applicant(s) 
arguments, particularly those noted on pages 5-13 of the Appeal Brief, as these arguments have 
been found to be persuasive. The rejections in the previous Office Action (Final Rejection, dated 
6/29/04) have thereby been withdrawn. 

In addition to the applicant(s) arguments in the Appeal Brief, the examiner would like to 
add the following remarks regarding the applied art in the previous Office Action (Final 
Rejection, dated 6/29/04). The prior art does not teach inserting a first coil group for a first 
electrical phase via an insertion tool into a stator core through a first end thereof; and then 
inserting a first coil group for a second electrical phase via the insertion tool into the stator core 
through a second end thereof opposite the first end (as required at lines 3-6 of Claim 34 with 
similar limitations at lines 3-7 of Claim 41). The two steps above with respect to the coil group 
for the first electrical phase and the coil group for the second phase occurs as two separate 
events, or two separate sequence of steps. Linkous does teach inserting the coil groups through 
first and second ends (front and back ends) of the stator core (as shown in Fig. 1). However, 
Linkous does not teach , or does not explicitly state, that each of the coil groups are first inserted 
into a first end of the stator core, and then , another coil group for a different electrical phase is 
inserted into a second end of the stator core opposite to the first end. 

Accordingly, Claims 34-47 are allowed.
